To Follow Van Sant’s Plan. 

No action was taken by the conference, but 
from the discussion it is considered probable 
that the plan of Governor Van Sant of Min- 
nesota will be indorsed by the Executives of 
other States who were present, and that the 
fight against the railroad consolidation will 
be carried to a finish. 

What his plan is Governor Van Sant re- 
fused to! state until the meeting tomorrow 
morning shall have taken action. 


Four Governors Attend. 
The conference was slated to meet at short- 


ly after noon, but it was 4 o’clock before thie .

a letter written in November by Governor

Speech of Governor Van Sant. 

Governor Van Sant made a brief speech, 
outlining the objects of the meeting, giving 
a brief history of the proposed railway con- 
solidation and the effect he believed it would 
have on the States affected. 

‘The State of Minnesota,” said the Gov- 
ernor, ‘'has had on the statute books for 
more than twenty-five years laws prohibiting 
the consolidation in any way of parallel and 
competing lines of railways, It has been the 
settled policy of our State to maintain a free, 
open, and unrestricted competition in freight 
and passenger rates. 

“ The Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
cific railway companies operate parallel and 
competing lines of railway within the State. 
These are practically the only roads which 
furnish any transportation facilities to the 


| northern half of the State, with the exception 


of the two known as the ‘ Iron Ore roads.’ 


| _ Tells. of the Combine. 

“ It has been recently announced that Mr. 
Hill and his assistants have obtained the 
control of the Northern Pacific railway com- 
pany and intend to operate the same joint!y 
with the Great Northern and in effect bring 
about a consolidation by removing all com- 
petition! and all rivalry between these 
roads. 

“To this end the Northern Securities com-

ROBBERS HOLD OP A PRIEST 


FATHER FRANK O’BRYAN VIC- 
TIM OF THREE ARMED THUGS. 


While Returning from a Parish Call the 

Assistant Pastor of St. Pius’ Church 

Is Relieved of Gold Watch and Chain 

_ and §11—Statement of Clerical Call- 

ing Seoffed At—Says He Will Not 

Proseeute — Woman Reports Re- 

markable Fight in Which She Reuts 
Two Highwaymen, 


While hurrying home from a parish visit 
the Rev. Frank O'Bryan, assietant pastor 
of St. Pius’ Church, Ashland avenue and 
Nineteenth street, was held up within three 
blocks of his church. Despite his protests 
he was robbed of his watch and $11 by the 
three armed thugs who confronted him. 

The protesting victim was pushed into the 
shadow of a doorway and two revolvers were

Shove Him Into a Doorway.

With the 
exception of a cap and overcoat, all his gar- 
ments denoted his vocation, and when he was 
roughly grasped by a man, who had stepped 
from an adjacent doorway, who had stepped 
moment believed that he was being sum- 
moned to attend some urgent case by some 
person who had recognized him, 

As he turned two more men, with caps 
pulled low on their heads, stepped from the 
doorway, and two revolvers were pressed 
against his head. Without speaking a word 
the third member of the trio shoved the 
priest close to the doorway from which his 
companions had emerged and out of the view 
of passing pedestrians. 

“Put up your hands and keep quiet,”’ was 
the command of one of the men, “if you 
make a noise we'll settle you.” 


“You Are Robbing a Priest.” 

** Men, you are robbing a priest,”’ responded 
the pastor. ‘‘ Do you realize what you are 
doing ?’’ 

“ We'll attend to that; you just keep still,” 
was the answer of the robber as he tore the 
‘watch and chain from the pocket of the 
victim. A thorough search ef every pocket 
was made, several smal! trinkets being taken 
in addition to the $11 which was found. 

The priest made no further protest and 
stood silently while the search was com- 
pleted. At its conclusion he was warned 
to walk on and say nothing to any one 
until the robbers had escaped. The order 
was obeyed and until his arrival at the parish 
house of the church the pastor informed no 
“one of his loss..

**I would not be able to identify the men," 
he said late last evening, ‘‘as I did not 
scrutinize them carefully.

The experiments were regarded by thé 
scientists at the meeting as wholly con- 
vineing in the case of the single and typicai 
Mving cell. Its application to the human 
body was thought to be largely speculative 
in so far as the experiments had proceeded. 
The different conditions which would be 
found in the combinations of celts, it was 
thought, would enter greatly into a coneid- 
eration of elaborations of the theory, al- 
though it was admitted that there waga pos- 
sibility for remarkable developments in the 
case of complete combinations.

Demand for an immediate and safe settle- 
ment of the traction question was about the 
only point on which representatives of the 
Citizens’ association, the Civic federation, 
and the Real Estate board agreed in the 
course of their arguments before the City 
Council's Transportation committee at the 
public hearing in the Council chamber yes- 
terday afternoon. On one other point there 
was some unity. This was the demand that 
a subway system must be constructed in the 
down-town district of the city to dispose of 
surface tracks. The reaity men declared | 
that this should be done at orice; others held 
that future years would bring about this 
necessity and its consummation.

lines were condemned without reserve. 
this question, too, all were agreed. 


Passengers Treated Like Cattle. 
“ Passengers are packed in antiquated, un- 


mo 


roadways,’ was the description painted by 
Marvin A. Farr, representing the Real Es- 
tate board, and the audience f{n the Council 
Chamber applauded agreement. That Chi- 
cago must have the best possible service 
if franchises are extended was insisted on. 

Members of the Civic Federation held that 
reduced fares and direct compensation both 
are demanded from fhe companies for fran- 
chise extension. Representatives of the 
Real Estate board contended that a five-cent 
fare is proper and just if good service is 
given. 

John P. McGoorty, speaking for the Civic 
Federation, agserted that provision for com- 
pulsory arbitration between the companies 
and their employés should be incorporated 
in extension ordinances; J. B. Galloway of 
the Real Dstate board's delegation contend- 
ed that if this were undertaken “‘ we will ail 
be dead before this franchise matter ts set- 
tled; that matter should be eliminated en 
tirely.”’ 

Many Views on Vital Question. 

Mr. McGoorty insisted that a maximum 
working day and minimum wages should be 
fixed in the ordinances; Mr. Galloway in- 
sisted that if this were done the city, in is- 
suing saloon licenses, should fix the work- 
ing day and wages of bartenders. A num- 
ber favored the underground trolley system; 
Mr. Galloway flatly declared for the over-

Secretary Hoyt King presented the state- 
ment of the Citizens’ association, which, like 
all the other statements and addresses, 
strongly commended the progress made by 
the Transportation committee. This state- 
ment, in part, follows: 

“There is need of the earliest possible 
settlement of the question. Chicago is now 
suffering from wretched interurban trans- 
portation, the river commerce is blocked by 
the tunnels, and the crying need is for at 
least an attempt at a settlement of such a 
kind that shall be both just and adequate. 
In the question of compensation we deem 
it has been wise to divide the question into 
(1) the compensation to be left in the pockets 
of the people by reduced fares, and (2) the 
portion of the gross receipts to be directly 
paid into the city Treasury. If possible, we 
should wish to see this latter form of com- 
pensation applied to.the specific purposes of 
improv-ng and cleaning the highways of the 
city. We hold that ultimately there will 
be necessity for underground terminals in the 
down-town district, and respectfully call to 
your attention the danger confronting such 
underground terminals in the subway now 
being constructed by the Ulinois Telephone 
Construction company.”’ 


Must Abandon 99-Year Claim. 


It was held that any company relying on 
the so-called ninety-nine-year act should be 


cleared of all existing franchise rights, and if 
the city were in a position to go into the open 


tation of the people of Chicago, with all the 
safeguards for their comfort anc convenience 
that you have suggested and with full meas- 
ure of compensation to the public treasury 
and large concessions to the pockets of our 
citizens in lower fares." 


Plea for Labor Arbitration. 


Suggestion for an arbitration clause was 
made in the statement presented on behalf 


and it should be kept open. The time has 
come for adequate public control. We would 
suggest, too, that In every new ordinance 


suggested by the committee, giving access 
to and passage through the central district 
without change of cars or the payment of 
additional fares. The center of the city 
should not be used as a switch yard. We 
believe that the aggregate compensation ob- 
tainable should take the forms of direct pay- 
ments to the city and a moderate reduction 
of fares during the crowded hours. :

“The public service corporation has gone 
too long uncontrolled,’ said Mr. Smith, in 
part. ‘It should now be controlled or sup- 
Planted. It would be as reasonable to elect 
a President of the United States for forty 
years as to grant to a corporation a fran- 
chise for forty years. It would be as rea- 
sonable to give a President absolute power 
as to grant a corporation a franchise con- 
tract without proper control.

Pleads for Labor Arbitration. 


Mr. McGoorty went so far as to cite Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's recommendations for labor 
clauses in governmental service in support of 
his demand for arbitration clauses in fran- 
chises., 

- Bach ordinance,"”’ said he, “ should fix a 

maximum working day for the company’s 
employés and a minimum scale of wages 
to be pald. Some provision should be made, 
too, for a merit system among employés. 
The use of street railway positions as po- 
litical patronage is a growing evil in Ameri- 
can cities.”’

Mr. Galloway Stirs Things Up... 

At this point Mr. Galloway came to the 
front and threw his bombshell. He said, in 
brief: 

‘“‘T understand there was a proposition to 
take this question into politics. I think a 
professor—James—proposed this out in the 
Sixth Ward the other night. The trouble is 
this has been the football of politics too long. 
This talk about the people’s ownership is all 
wrong. What we need is a little sunlight of 
common. sense. Fix the labor question? 
Why, if we begin with that, we will all be 
dead before this. franchise matter Is settled. 

‘** Lower fares? Why, timeis money. The 
people want to save time during the morning 
and evening hours. It costs the company 
more then to carry passengers. Yet you 
talk of lowering the fare then. Why, it 
should rather be raised. They tried low 
fares during the rush hours in New York. 
It choked the stations. Everybody waited. 
Five-cent fares in this city of great dis- 
tances are eminently proper.”’ 

On the problem of compensation Mr. Gallo- 
way figured it out that the companies could 
easily pay 10 per cent on their net incomes. 
Then he took up the underground trolley 
problem. 

“ Why, in New York City friends told me 
it was worse than the old cable system,’’ 
said he. ‘‘ We ought to have subways ‘be-

PRANK PEAVEY 18 DEAD 


LARGEST GRAIN HANDLER EX- 
PIRES AT AUDITORIUM ANNEX. 


Life Insured for $1,376,000, One Policy

Frank Hutchison Peavey, who was the 
largest handler of cash grain in the world 
and who carried the second largest line of 
Mfe insurance in the United States, died 
at 3:30 yesterday morning at the Auditorium 
Annex of pneumonia. . 

He had $1,876,000 In Ife policies, one policy 
for $1,000,000 having been taken out on April 
17, 1900. He was the sole or principal own- 
er of sixteen elevator companies, and his 
estate is estimated at $10,000,000. The body 
was taken to Minneapolis last night in a 


At his bedside when the end.came were his 
wife, who is the daughter of former United 
States Senator Wright of Towa; him son, 
George W. Peavey; histwo daughters, Mrs. |

Mr. Peavey took a cold while shopping be- 
fore Christmas, and this developed into 
pneumonia. He was thought to be improv- 
ing on Saturday night, and some of his rela- 
tives who had been summoned to Chica- 
go returned to their homes. His condition 
was not so favorable on Sunday night, and 


and spoke to them. He then lost conscious- 
ness and died an hour later. 


His Line of Life Insurance. 


Next to John Wanamaker of Philadelphia, 
Mr. Peavey carried the largest Mfe insur- 
ance in this country. He took out the policy 
for $1,000,000 in the Mutual Life of New York 
two years ago, and had paid two premiums 
on it, amounting to $96,780. The policy is 
payable to his estate, and was taken out 
in order to give the Peavey properties a 
working capital in case of his death. He 
carried other policies to the amount of 
$376,000. He had policies in favor of his 
two daughters and son, which will provide 
them life annuities of $2,500 each. The. 
Mutual Life had reinsured a large amount 
of the risk. W. B. Carlisle of the company 
stated yesterday that his company probably 
carried about $250,000 of the risk still. 

Owing to Mr. Peavey’s age, he being over 
50 at the time the large policy was issued, 
the premium was large, the same company 
having issued a. million-doNar policy to 
George W. Vanderbilt, who is much younger, 
at $35,000 a year. 

Mr. Peavey called himself a grain mer- 
chant and refused to be classed as a specu- 
lator. He probably had great power in the 
grain markets. After the break {m the great 
wheat deal of 1898, in conjunction with P. 


Mr. Peavey would have been 62 years of 
age in January. He was born in Eastport,

Meeting to Try Mrs. Wiles Rages 
from Morning Until Late 
in Afternoon, 


PROCEEDINGS KEPT SECRET. 


* More infamous than the Schley investi- 
gation,’” was the comment of a member of 
the Chicago Woman's club as she emerged 
from the room where the Board of Trustees 
had been trying the case of Mrs. Robert Hall 
Whiles, alleged writer of the anonymous Mrs. 
Farson letter, yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Wiles was not exonerated from the 
charges, as she had demanded, and the case 
will be continued this morning at 10 o'clock. 
The results of one of the stormiest days a 
woman's club has ever witnessed have been 
euppressed entirely. 

It is the secrecy of the trial that has caused 
the most bitter feeling at the club, and when 
a policeman was called yesterday afternoon 
to keep all comers away from the closed door 
of the boardroom in the Fine Arts Building 
the friends of the accused woman declared 
their patience was taxed to a limit. 

“ We are bursting with information which 
loyalty to our club prevents us from making 
public,” said a close friend of Mrs. Wiles. 

The only indication as to how the cage is 


going was found in the attitude of the women | 


who were present at the trial. Mrs. Wiles 
and her friends were cheerful, while the 
members of the board who are known to be 
opposed to her were much agitated and wor- 
ried. The board adjourned, refusing to give 
any information. Mrs. Matz, President of 
the club, refused to speak to reporters at all, 
simply turning away without answering. 


Mrs. Wiles Gives Her Def 


The most important development of the 
day was Mrs. Wiles’ statement last night at 
her residence, 5711 Woodlawn avenue, giv- 
ing a large amount of the evidence with 
which the Board of Trustees is confronted in 
making its decision. Mrs>Wiles produced 
eleven affidavits from handwriting experts 
showing that she did not and could not have 
written the anonymous letter. Of the four 
opinions secured by the Investigating com- 
mittee Mrs. Wiles has been informed that 
but two were against her. With this pre- 
ponderance of evidence in her favor she is 


prepared to go to any length to secure an 
exoneration., 


“Tt may seem that I have something to 


‘hide because I will say nothing more now,”’ 


said Mrs. Wiles, “ but it is only loyalty to 
my club that has kept me silent this long. I 
would be only too glad to have the whole 
thing made public, and if I could but give all 
the information I have the thing would be 
seen in its true light. My friends who have 
stood by me will soon find that they made no 
mistake. 

“ But so long as the board remains in ses- 
sion, and the meeting tomorrow is really 
only an adjourned session of this one, I am 
bound by the same reasons that have kept 
me silent for so many months. Few people 
will realize the absolute cruelty of my post- 
tion during all this time. “ts 


Aware of Rumor for Months. 


“TI have known for some months of the 
vague rumor that my name had been con- 
nected with this letter, but I could charge no 
one with the report. If any one had dared 
say the thing to me I would have sued her 
at once. I have had no chance for action 
until after Dec. 12. And since then I have 
been unable to secure any of the evidence 
In the hands of the investigating committee. 
I understood they had letters from experts 
saying that the anonymous handwriting was 
mine. But I could get no copies of those 
letters, nor could I find on what theories 
they hadi based the charge. I asked an open 
investigation, but it is secret. ‘ 

“I¢ seems that but a small proportion of 
the mi@mbers of the club were chosen by 
the Committee of Investigation to whom to 
submit the handwriting. And among 
the specimens submitted ten were of my 
handwriting. The supposition in the first 
place seems to have been that I was foolish, 
for, since I write backhand always, I would 
not have been likely to write anonymous 
}etters without an attempt to conceal my 


hand. 

_“™ But the opinion of Mr. Carvatho of New 
York goes much deeper than this. He says 
that I could not have written these letters 
had I tried to. He points out cértain uncon- 
scious habite of penmanship which could not 
be controlled even im a disguised hand. -He 
says it is impossible for a person to leave 
out certain characteristic strokes which the 
eye of an expert detects.” 


Malestrom in Fine Arts Building, 
A chance visitor to the Fine Arts Building 


yesterday afternoon would not have guessed _

& set crossing of the ‘‘ts’’ by a line at an angle 
of about forty-five degrees from the horizon: these 
marks repeat themselves with such precision as 
to lead to the conclusion that they were made 
after a of writing was completed. This hand- 
writing is masculine in character and by a person 
habituated to a rapid movement, one whose 
thoughts would seem to run faster than the pen 
and, except the final and no atten- 
tion being given to the flourish. The quality of 
the penmanship illustrated in the suspects in- 
dicates a high order and by no one accustomed, as 
before mentioned, to write a great deal. The set 
repetitions of forms and the general proportioning 
of letters I take to be real. The matter of spacing 
between the words, the effort to crowd in as much 


-as-possible on a given line, is also real. I am, there- 


fore, constrained to state that such disguise as is 
evident in the “‘supects ** is more in the change 
of slope and crossing of the ‘‘ ts ’’ than the forms 
of the letters. 


Thinks Disguises Are Simple. : 


I treat this matter in the light given me after 
twenty-six years of examination and study of 
disguised handwritings and I have yet to be 
brought into contact with so large a mass of dis- 
guised handwriting as this, where the writer 
could consistently retain a disguise in all por- 
tions of the writing. This being true, and no at- 
tempt being found in the ‘‘suspects’’ to change the 
forms of letters or in the joining of them, I must 
again conclude that such disguise as is apparent 
to me consists only in the few methods hereto- 
fore called attention to, and that if it were pos- 
sible to obtain some of the genuine writing of 
this person it would be found that the real writ- 
ing would be as much at an angle to the right of 
the perpendicular as it appears now to the left. 

With these things in.mind I place the “ sus- 
pects "’ in juxtaposition with the writing signed 
* Alice Bradford Wiles,”’ and in this letter writ- 
ing I find a hand habituated to writing what is 
known as a genuine back hand, consistent in 
itself In every respect, the forms and proportion- 
ing of staff letters being a great departure from 
the schoolmaster’s hand; a person who writes 
with the pen swinging with an under movement, 
making a ‘‘u’’ for an “‘n,"’ with the point of 
the pen held at an abnormal! distance from the 
finger tips and the pen movement almost entirely 
of the wrist and the fingers. It is a distinctly 
feminine hand, careless and full of idiosyncrasies 
and erraticiems. A pen pressure peculiar and 
uncommon. 

The variations in regard to heights of letters 
being wholly out of proportion each with the other. 
It is full of inconsistencies and in this respect its 
individnality ise most marked, its ensemble is 
harmonious within itself, as much so as the en- 
semble of the ‘suspects’ are within them- 
selves. Compared with each other the ‘‘suspects’’ 
and the standards and viewed with these marked 
differences between them, it would not seem pos- 
sible that the same hand could have written both 
of them 


‘What the Capitals Show. 


A comparison of the capital letters presents 
entirely different types, but thie is not important 
except the same person had written them both 
because then it would have been a perfectly

ROCK ISLAND OFFICIALS PRE- 
SENTED WITH OLD-TIMER. 


board Which Wasa Stranger to Him 
—Pronounced Good by Higher Offi- 
@ilals and St. Louis Man Uses It to Pe- 
oria—Originally Purchased by Emit- 
grant Who Committed Suicide Over 
Love Affair. 


Officials of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railroad furnished Dr. Ralph Waldo 
Mills of St. Louls with transportation from 
Chicago to Peoria yesterday on a ticket issued 
in 1857 to L. Lorenz. It was an emigrant’s 
ticket, but as it bore no limiting date and 
was transferable, General Passenger and 
Ticket Agent John Sebastian honored it, gave 
Dr. Mills a substitute, and he immediately 
left for his destination. 

Romance and tragedy are connectéd with | 
the story of the ticket, which is the oldest 
ever redeemed in America. It was purchased 
in New York by L. Lorenz, who was one of 
a large party of emigrants on their way 
to Illinois. He came from Hamburg, Ger- 


many. 
Delays Wedding; Loses Girl. 

Lorenz was engaged to be married, and 
stories of the wealth and opportunities in 
America induced him to postpone his wed- 
ding day and try his fortune in Illinois. He 
arrived in New York and purchased a ticket 
to Peoria over the Pennsylvania and Rock 
Island railroads. When he reached Chicago 
he met Charles Dunshee of 2652 Sixty-second 


street. While stopping on the South Side he 
received a letter from Germany telling him 
that the girl he had hoped to marry 
joined her lot with that of hisrival. 

Lorenz wandered about Chicago for three 
days and then disappeared. A thorough 
search was made by Mr. Dunshee and the 
body of Lorenz was discovered in the old 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, where he had 
drowned himself. On his person were found 
$20 and the ticket redeemed yesterday. Mr. 
Dunshee sent the money back to Germany, 
but he kept the ticket, not deeming it of 
value. For forty years it lay in his desk, un- 
touched and unnoticed, 

One of Mr. Dunshee’s favorite relatives 
was a nephew, Dr. Ralph Waldo Mills. Dr. 
Mills for years sent Christmas presents to 
his uncle, but this season thought he would 
make a visit instead. During his sojourn 
the old ticket was brought out and Mr. Dun- 
shee gave it to his nephew. 


Surprises Ticket Agent. 

Dr. Mills ‘went to the city passenger office 
of the Rock Island in the Marquette Build- 
ing and handed the old piece of cardboard to 
George F. Lee, city passenger agent. Lee 
laughed at the proposition or redeeming the 
ticket, but on investigation discovered it was — 
good. He never had seen one like it, but 
withheld his decision until he consuited the 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent. 

‘Mr. Sebastian was sitting here in my 
office,” said Mr. Lee yesterday. ‘ ‘ Here’s 
the oldest ticket on record,’ I said. ‘Is it 
good?’ 

“ He looked at it, turned it over, saw the 
stamp mark on it, and then, in a doubting 
voice, said: 

‘““*7 guess it is. Give him the transporta- 
tion.’ | 

“IT gave it to him all right, but I made it 
out for one train, on one day, and not trans- 
ferable. I stamp ‘emigrant’ on it, and 
he will have a time trying to get transporta- 
tion on it forty-four years from now.

With one dissenting voice the Engineering 
committee of the Drainage board yesterday 
voted a $1,500,000 improvement of the Chi- 
eago River in ‘the heart of the city, from 
Lake to Van Buren street. The long her- 
alded 200-foot channel is to be made, 
quiring the condemnation of a strip from 
fifteen to sixty feet in width along the west 
It will cause the re- 
moval of several large manufacturing plants 
and will require the Pennsylvania railroad 
compuny td surrender part of its freight- 


houses.

the Law department was ordered to begin 
condemnation proceedings at once. The 
other trustees declared that the board was 
committed to making a 200-foot channel in 
the river and it was necessary to begin at 


once.

The tmprovements 
in this district will cost no more five years 
from now than today, Mr. Wenter thinks, 
while much of the property south of Twelfth 
street is vacant now and can be had for 
much less money than it would cost a few 
years later. | 


View of the Majority. 


Trustee Braden expressed his views as fol- 
ows: 

‘‘Many months ago we adopted a plan 
for a 200-foot river, and if we are to accom- 
plish anything during our term of office we 
must begin at once. We will never have a 
larger river unless we make a start. No 
matter which side of the river is chosen for 
a route there will be long and tedious fights 
in the courts before we acquire the property 
we need. It is better to fight a few liti- 
gants than a larger number, and that is why 
the west side of the channel is more avail- 
able.’’ 

“IT admit that this work is by far the most 
important the Drainage board has under- 
taken since the completion of its main chan- 
nel two years ago,’ said President Smyth. 
‘* We are, however, committed to the policy 
of a 200-foot river, and the people expect us 
to put the plan into operation. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to provide for the dilution 
of the sewage required by law, and the 
sooner we begin the work the sooner it will 
be finished.’’ | 

Work for Deep Channel. 

Congress will be asked by the Drainage 
board to make appropriation for a survey of - 
the Illinois and Desplaines*Rivers to ascer- 
tain the cost of a ten, twelve, and fourteen 
foot channel connecting the drainage canal 
with the Mississippi River. A representa- 
tion from the Drainage board will appear

If there is such a consolidation contem- 
plated, and that fact seems to be practically 
conceded, it is an open violation of the law 
as well as the declared public policy of the 
State of Minnesota, and I feel that I should 
be negligent of my duties as the official head 
of the State if I remained quiescent under 
such circumstances. 

Tells Danger to States. 

“The people of the State of Minnesota, 
feeling. certain that competition has been 
the chief factor in its development, and 
equally certain that its destruction would 
result in the greatest loss to both producer 
and consumer, has determined to oppose this 
consolidation. 

“This determination is not entered into 
with any spirit of hostility towards rail- 
roads. Our State has dealt Iberally with 
them and has deeded to the various railroads 
operating within the State more than 10,- 
500,000 acres of land, or more land than is 
wnder cultivation by the people of Minne- 
gota, and by the State and national govern- 
ment at Washington some 20,000,000 acres, 
being double the cultivated acreage in the 
hands of the agricultural population. 


Demands Obedience to Laws. 

“In view of this and other privileges granted 
by the Stafe it is but just to say that rail- 
way companies owe reciprocal duties to the 


| public, including cheerful obedience to our 


laws. I should be pleased to hear from 
each of you on the subject and some general 
expression as to the policy which the people 
of the Northwest, through you, their repre- 
sentatives, believe to be the best for the 
public welfare.”

HILL IS ENJOINED BY COURT. 


Minnesota Judge Temporarily Re- 
- strains Northern Pacific from Re- 


Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 30.—[Special.]— 
Judge Elliott, in the District Court of Hen- 
nepin County, today granted a temporary 
order restraining the Northern Pacific rail- 
road company from retiring the preferred 
stock of that company. ea 

The restraining order was issued on the 
application of Peter Power of New York, 
who holds 100 shares of the common stock, 
and who*came on from New York with his 
attorneys for the purpose of beginning the 
action. 

It was supposed the failure of the action 
brought in the New York courts by holders 
of preferred stock cleared away thé last 
obstacle to the retirement of the preferred 
stock on Jan. 1, leaving the Hill interest in 
control of the road, but there is little doubt 
in the minds of railroad men here that the 
action was instigated by the Harriman in- 
terests to prevent control from passing out 
of its hands until the legal standing of the 
Northern. Securities company is settled. 


Offers Huge Price for Stock. 

Coldr' is gtven to this belief from the fact 
that $100,000 is said to have been offered for 
this stock Saturday, and that the offer was 
renewed this morning by J. Pierpont Morgan 
& Co. This statement comes from a good 
authority. These circumstances were known 
at Governor Van Sant’s office today, al- 
though the Governor Is out of the city. 

The injunction was served on President 
Mellen of the Northern Pacific, who is also 
President of the Board of Directors, and will 
be telegraphed to New York and served on 
the officials there. 

Another story that received some credence 
was that the scheme is being worked by 
Morgan & Co. as a means of defeating J. J. 
Hill's merger plans, at which, it is said, 
Eastern financiers are beginning to shy. 

The claim set up by Mr. Power is that the 
retirement of the preferred stock is In viola- 
tion of the agreement that such retirement 
would lay no additional burdens upon the 
common stock, and he holds that the certifi- 
cate of debenture bonds, to be issued upon 
the common stock to effect the retirement of 
the preferred, would become a lien upon the 
common stock and thus work an injury to 
his property. 

It is understood that the block of 100 
shares held by Power is the only biock of 
common stock not hitherto controlled and 
definitely located efther in the interests of 
Hill or Harriman in the contest for the con- 
trol of the Northern Pacific. 


Scope of the Injunction. 

The injunction restrains the Northern 
Pacific railway company from issuing or 
selling any certificates of indebtedness or de- 
benture bonds or other evidence or evidences 
of indebtedness, or creating any indebted- 
ness or Hability for the purpose of raising 
money with which to pay or retire the pre- 
ferred stock of the Northern Pacific rallway 
company, or from using any moneys or prv- 
ceeds other than the surplus net earnings 
of the Northern Pacific railway company to 
the payment and retirement of the pre- 
ferred stock. 

The company ts also enjoined from creat- 
ing any indebtedness other than the or- 
dinary indebtedness for the operating ex- 
pense of its railroad system, also from plac- 
ing its property or the management of 
its railway system under the control, 
either directly or indirectly, of the Northern 
Securities company; or from entering into 
any agreement or arrangement, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, with the Great Northern 
railroad company, the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy rallway company, or either of 
them, for the purpose of causing the North- 

Pacific to be operated in connection with 
the Great Northern and the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, or either of them; or 
from entering into any agreement with the 
companies for the purpose of avoiding com- 
petition and fixing rates. 


Attacks Method of Combine. 


The petitioner states. that the Northern 
Pacific officers, without his knowledge, en- 
tered into a combine with the other roads 
and, knowing the combination could not be 
legally effected, caused the organization of 
the Northern Securities company, the object 
being to place a majority of the stock of each 
road in the hands of the Northern Securities 
company, thereby combining the three roads, 
suppressing competition, regulating rates, 
and conducting the entire business of the 
three systems. - 

The bill recites that the Northern Securities 
company advertised terms of exchange. It 
claims the entire scheme was illegal. It 
further says that notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of the reorganization agreement the 
Northern Pacific directors served public no- 
tice of their intention to retire the preferred 
stock on Jan. 1, 1002. 

The bill holds that the directors threaten 
to issue $75,000,000 in debenture bonds and 
pay off the stockholders of the preferred 
stock at par on Jan. 1, 1902, and that the 
Board of Directors is without power to issue 
such certificates of indebtedness, and so is 
the company. 

Plan to Stifle Competition. 


It is particularly alleged that the Northern 
Securities company is a railroad corpora- 
tion and was organized for the sole purpose 
of uniting the Northern Pacific railway com- 
pany, the Great Northern railway company, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
company, and for no other purpose; and 
that the Northern Securities company was 
organized for the purpose of owning, hold- 
ing, and controlling all three corporations 
mentioned so that all competition between 
the companies may be stified and prevented 
and that unjust and inequitable and exor- 
bitant rates for both freight and passenger 
traffic may be obtained,

Officials Awaiting with Fear 
Information as to Revenue 
from Taxes. | 


M’GANN HEARS A REPORT. 


Lack $2,000,000 of the 
Money Needed. 


OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


City Hall officials are waiting with fear 
und trembling as to what the municipality's 
share of taxes will be this year.. Corporation 
Counsel Waiker yesterday made an effort 
to ascertain just what the valuation of prop- 
erty within the city will be. 

“I was told during the afternoon,” said 
Controller. McGann, “ that the assessed val- 
uation would be about $365,000,000, and that 
we will get but $1.30 on each $100 of this 
amount, If this proves true we might just 
as well shut up the City Hall and close down 
the municipal government. The appropria- 
tions needed must be near $6,700,000. But 
this valuation and this rate would give us 
about $4,700,000, without allowing for de- 
linguent taxes. I don’t know what the city 
will do unless the rate turns out to be higher 
when the County Clerk has fixed the city’s 
percentage.”’ 

“We haven't obtained any definite Infor- 
mation as to the assessed valuation In the 
city,”’ was all Mr. Walker had tosay. “It 
looks as if the city will be hard pinched.” 

Another blow came during the day when 
the County Clerk discovered that the as- 
sessment against the elevated roads, aggre- 
gating $6,153,000, had peen duplicated. 

Controller McGann advertised for a loan 
of $1,000,000 In anticipation of the tax collec- 
tions of 1902. The time warrants which will 
be exchanged for this amount will bear the 
usual interest rate of 5 per cent. 


Hope to Increase School Review. 


In the face of the fact that the three taxing 
bodies appealed to have announced their in- 
ability to meet the plea of the Board of Edu- 
cation the committee especially appointed 
to secure additional revenue for the schools 
is proceeding on the assumption that money 
tan be raised in that way. 

At a meeting yesterday D. J. McM 
the attorney for the board, was aske 
report if there wereany legal objections to an 
abatement of the levies asked by the West 
Park, West Town, and Sanitary District au- 
thorities. 

If no objections be found the school trustees 
will make their appeal to these three bodies, 
trusting to popular sentiment to gain their j 
object. The trustees think that when the 
prospects of three months’ additional en- 
forced vacation for the schools is presented 
as the alternative they can bring the three 
boards to an acceptance of their proposi- 


tion, 
Poverty Cry Heard Before. 


The committee went over the figures 
and the best they could do with them showed 
a shortage of $1,500,000 In the educational 
fund. The cry of poverty is not a new one 
in the Board of Education, but the trustees 
se which will 
result in the closing of the ys if relief 
be not found. 

“It is a case of closing the schoolp for a 
time or reducing salaries,’ said President 
Harris yesterday. 

Coufty Clerk Knopf announced that he was 
about ready to spread the taxes and that the 
action of the Board of Education would have 
to be taken within a few days, as he could

‘mot afford to wait. The special committee is 


relying upon the double assessment of ele- 
vated roads to keep the County Clerk busy 
until they can get ready*for him. 


Deny Having Money on Hand. 

The statement of the county and city offi- 
cilals that the Board of Education has plenty 
of money on hand in the building fund, which 
cannot be transferred to the ediicational 
fund brought forth a contradictory state- 
ment from President Harris yesterday. He 
submitted a statement from Architect Mun- 
die showing that while there is cash on hand 
with the City Treasurer amounting to $2,181,- 
231, there are claims against it amounting 
which ieaves less than 
$70,000, as a matter of fact. This statement 
has been sent to Alderman Mavor, chairman 
of the City Council Finance committee. 

The question of school finances is involved 
in an investigation which the Civic Federa- 
tion started yesterday through a special com- 
mittee consisting of Alderman Charlies Al- 
ling, Frederick Greeley, and James P. Mal- 
lette. 

The first question the committee asked 
when it reached the board rooms was as to 
the purchase of school supplies and their dis- 
tribution. Superintendent Cooley dis- 
claimed any knowledge of this end of school 
government and the committee was sent to 
the business department for information. 
One of the first piaces to be investigated, ac- 
cording to the committee, will be the school 
supply house in West Monroe street.

Seldom if ever before in the history of the 
theater in Chicago has a distinguished for- 
eign artist inaugurated his or her American 
tour in this city. It is at once the natural 
and the traditional thing to begin at the sea- 
board, and our midcontinental metropolis 
has hed, therefore, to wait its tarn and form 
its opinions becond-hand. 

Circumstances’ which were certainly for- 
tultous for us caused Mrs. Patrick Campbell, 
the Interesting English woman, to open her 
American season in this city at the Grand 
Opera-House last evening, and from here, 
after a fortnight’s engagement, she will 
enter upon a tour of the * provinces,” to 
New York's absurd and arrogant pt 
ology. 

“Magda” served for Mrs. Campbell's 


play is one of the most pregnant ones of 
the time. Upon the surface it is a work of 
fine and tragic ‘But it has a hidden sig- 
nificance. It is one of those plays written 
to aid the great propaganda for individual 
liberty with which the greatest writers of 
Europe have busied themselves. Ibsen, 
Maetterlinck, Echegaray, Hauptmann, 
dermann, and others have aided this pos- 
tulata, and if their argument loses some- 
thing of ite eloquence here is is because in 
this country we have already taken 


create. 

Mrs. Campbell had before her a serious 
task, as all knew who had had the pleasure 
of seeing certain other actors in this part. 
But she pleased from the start. She proved 
to be a woman of distinguished and poetical 
presence, with a delicate;,-emotional beauty, 
and one whe invested every act with a fine 
intelligence. She played the part with ex- 
treme femininity. Her defiance had nothing 
hard in it, and her tenderness was the per- 
fection of gentleness. But she meant to 
convey, and succeeded in conveying, the im- 
pression that she was the “ captain of her 
soul.” An underlying hardness and aloof- 
ness was apparent beneath her most af- 
fectionate demonstrations. A sense of power 
dominated her, and when she suffered one 
felt the suffering was an incident to one who 
had learned suffering among the other 
Tes#ons of life, and that she would presently 
go on and past it,.and return to freedom and 
to such joy as successful work and creative 
art can bring. 


No overacting marred: the . Belf- 
eontrol is one of the best feat of Mrs. 
Campbell's art; and in this she is assisted 


by a soft and caressing voice. She touched 
the climax of the play when she declared 
for her child as against her lover, but she 
did it without exaggeration and with no 
more stress than the circumstances of the 
case actually demanded. 

To say that she touched the emotions pro- 
foundly would tot be true. Her art is not 
of that kind. She is not a genius. She does 
not prey upon herself and allow the audi- 
ence to indulge in morbid enjoyment of a 
mervous exhibition. She presents an artis- 
tic picture, carefully toned, presented with 
conscientious adherence to the laws of prob- 
ability, emphasized by her beauty and her 
grace, and leaves that to speak for itself. 

In other words, her work is intellectual. 
It makes its appeal to the intellect and 
not to the emoti It is applause, but not 
tears that she wins. Those who wept in the 
theater last night wept not with “ Magda” 
but with Colonel Schwartz, her father, this 
role being taken by Mr. G. 8. Titheradge. 

It would seem to the careful observer that 
Mr. Titheradge could have done nothing to 
add to the realism of his work. It was in 
every least particular consistent, true, and 
terrible. The character is, indeed, one of 
the most impressive upon the stage. Colonel 
Schwartz is intended to be typical of the 
domineering, implacable, egotistical, honor- 
able, vengefui, and courageous German head 
of the family. In his presence none may 
have an original idea, a will of his own, an 
independent action. The characters of the 
mother and the young daughter, Marie, are 
drawn with the intent of exhibiting the 
qualities of those who grow up in such an 
atmosphere and take it as a divine institu- 
tion. Miss Lucy Milner, who acted the part 
of Marte, the young daughter, was singu- 
larly natural and likable, and it was evident 
— the audience felt much pleased with 

er 

Mr. bert Waring, who pla 
lor, the old and faithless lover of Magda, 
made himself genéally detestable with ex- 
cellent skill. He justified the amazement 
of Magda that she could ever have felt a 
passion for this man, and her rage at the 
suggestion that she should sacrifice her ca- 
réer for him. For an actor to play a part so 
subtly objectionable is not a gracious task 
nor an easy one. Mr. Waring made a con- 
vincing cad and won not.a little applause in 
doing it. 

One of the most interesting personalities in 
the cast was that of Mr. Daniel McCarthy, 
who held the réie of Heffterdinck, the young 
pastor. The part might have been maudlin 
had the actor neglected for a moment to com- 
port himself ina manly and dignified fashion. 
As it was, Mr. McCarthy not only saved it, 
but gave it distinction, creating the impres- 
sion of a most lovable and heroic charac- 
ter. The actor is weil adapted for the part 
by nature, possessing, as he does, a face of 
much purity of outline and a fine voice. 

The staging of ‘‘Magda” is a simple 
thing, the erftire three acts being in the same 
little, ugly German sitting-room, with the 
pictures of dead military ancestors high up 
on the outrageous wall paper, and the cro- 
chetted tidies Mttering the stiff chairs. The 
room is an index to the meagerness of the 
life of the little town, and the pathos of poor 
Magda’s return is symbolized in this bar- 
renness. 

It may be said that the gentle comedy 
which other presentations of “ Magda ”’ have 
brought into notice was missing last even- 
ing. Aside from the efforts of Miss Flor- 
ence Montgomery, who played the part of 


of her lines, there was little to arouse a 
smile. Modjeska contrived to put not a 
little gay irony into the lines of Magda, but 
Mrs. Campbell was ironical without being 
gay. The shadow of old griefs rested upon 
her from the moment she entered her 
father’s house. Her demeanor had that 
quality which is best described as fateful. 
She seemed to enter upon her suffering with 
a prescience of its pain. 
One is inclined to think t Sudermann 
did not so intend it, and that a more gallant 
deportment might have more accurately in- 
terpreted his meaning. But it is a quality of 
@ great work of art that it has many sides. 
Ane each achievement of the kind the actor 
must put his personality. The sum of the 
playwright'’s power and the actor's power is 
a thing which must be determined afresh 
pron evening. oe it is, after all, a question 
of pearl and to some extent of mood.

Calvé have come to town 
again. They appeared tonight at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera-House, and were welcomed 
as if they constituted a new era in art.

Otherwise her Carmen has not changed.

Her Carmen has her vagaries of 
demonstration, sometimes wilder, some- 
times more sober, but she is always the same 
Carmen, full of diablerie and as fascinating

Turf Season Marked by Revulsion of 
Feeling Against Americans in Eng- 
land—Principal Events Listed. 


W. C. Whitney’s victory in. the English 
Derby with Volodyovski and the apparent 
revulsion of feeling against American 
jockeys and trainers, in marked contrast to 
the honors of 1900, was the feature of racing 
abroad this year. 

In America there was no horse of the year 
like Kinley Mack in 1900. Alcedo, winner of 
the Suburban, and Conroy, the first 3-year- 
old to win the Brooklyn Handicap, were far 
from invincible at other times. Among the 
8-year-olds Robert Waddell is entitled to 
the palm for actual work performed, al- 
though he was raced stale and ended the 
season by breaking dowrrin a cheap race at 
Lakeside. Terminus, Commando, Water 
Color, and The Parader, until he was killed, 
deserve mention among the 8-year-olds. 
Garry Herrmann, winter book favorite for 


was the disappointment of the season after 
his wonderful 2-year-old form. 

Among the 2-year-olds supremacy was 
never fully determined.

oe next session, The 
railroads and Panama Canal interests are 
extremely active here, and a strong effort 
will be made to have-the canal bill favor- 
ably reported by Senator Morgan's com- 
mittee sent back to that body for further 
consideration. The Panama company is 
anxious to dispose of its interest to the 
United States government and is now willing 
to sell its property for $40,000,000. Hereto- 
fore It demanded $110,000,000 for the prop- 
erty, but when it was seen there was no 
chance of its being accepted at that price 
it suddenly determined to make a big re- 
duction. 

This was made, it is said, for the purpose 
of delaying action or defeating altogether 
the Nicaraguan project rather than dis-. 
posing of the Panama interests to this gov- 
ernment. During the last two or three days 
the effect of this influence is apparent, and 
a number of Senators who were strongly in 
favor of prompt action by Congress author- 
izing the- construction of a canal by the 
Nicaraguan route are not so earnestly ad- 
vocating that project, but are in favor of 
jooking into the Panama Canal scheme more 
ciosely than has been done before. 

This chahge of heart is the result of tho 
circulation of literature bearing on this sub- 
ject pointing out the advantages of the 
“anama route. Publications setting forth 
these alleged advantages have appeared 
simultaneously with tne departure of an 
ugent of the Panama company from Paris 
on his wag to this country to offer the lower

Through the efforts of her 13-year-old 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Crow. of 6921 South 
Ada street, the wife of a laborer, has learned 
she was heir to property estimated to be 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. After 
others had spent years in searching for Mrs. 
Crow, her daughter, whom she had not seen 


for nearly eight years, set out to find her— 


and did. 

It was because of family troubles and a 
second marriage that Mrs. Crow permitted 
herself to be lost sight of. Sne was formerly 
Mrs. Monroe Ritter of Lincoln, Ill., where 
her former husband now resides. 

The property to which the woman has fall- 
en heiress was secretly owned her father, 
J. W. Docum, who died about the time she 
was born. It consists of much of the land 
on which the town of Broadway, O., is 
located, it is said, besides other property, 
all in Ohio. Four years ago it was discov- 
ered that this land was the property of the 
Docum heirs. 


Search Begun for Mrs. Crow. 

The only two children known to be living 
were Mrs. Monroe Ritter and the Rev. B. 
Decum of Bushnell, IIL, her half brother. 
The Rev. Mr. Docum was located Feadily, 
but all efforts to find Mrs. Ritter failed, her 
whereabouts and second marriage having 
been concealed from her relatives. Without 
the woman or proof of her death it was im- 
possible to secure the property. 

Two years ago the Rev. Mr. Docum left 
his home in Bushnell, lll., and began a 
search for the missing woman.

“You have a child living in Lincoln, IL; 
what is her name?’

Crow almost collapsed with joy. She could 
not imagine where the fortune had come 
from, as the wealth of her father seemingly 
had been kept a secret. :

COUNTY, COMMISSIONERS WANT 
| JUSTICE DONE. 


Resolutions Adopted Saying Reward 
for Men Who Fought Should Be 
Commensurate with the Service 
They Rendered—Democrats Find 

‘ They Voted Againat the Admiral and 
Want Record Changed — Congress 
Asked to Take Suitable Action. 


The naval battle of Santiago was fought 
over again yesterday and again Admiral 
Schley won. It all took place at the County 
board meeting in the afternoon, when reso- 
lutions were adopted calling on Congress to 
reward Schiey, Cook, and Clark in a manner 
corresponding to the service they had done 
their country. 

After the resolutions had been adopted 
the Democratic commissioners ‘were dis- 
mayed to find they had voted against the 
Maryland Admiral and his Captains. This 
was a mistake and they finally induced Presi- 
dent Hanberg tc agree to let them change 
their votes at the next meeting. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Board. 


The resolutions as adopted are: 

** Whereas, The services rendered by the 
United States navy during the war with 
Spain were the means of displaying such un- 
precedented skill and efficiency as to com- 
mand the admiration of the civilized world 
and greatly enhance the dignity and impor- 
tance of our country in its international re- 


-jations; and, 


‘‘ Whereas, There has as yet been no ade- 
quate reward or official recognition of the 
merits of some of the officers whose heroism 
and fidelity were most conspicuous, of whom 
may be especially enumerated Admiral Win- 
field Scott Schley, Captain F. A. Cook of Ad- 
miral Schley’s flagship Brooklyn, and Cap- 
tain Charles E. Clark of the famous battle- 
ship Oregon, together with other of the gal- 
lant officers and men who won battles on 
the land and sea and not yet rewarded. 

*“* Resolved, That we consider it but sim- 
ple justice to these gallant officers and men 
that their distinguished services should be 
properly rewarded without further delay, 
and we do hereby respectfully request the 
authorities of the United States government 
to adopt with all due haste such measures 
for this purpose as may be most becoming, 
and which will be best calculated to express 
the desire of the great body of the people, 
who universally believe that there should be 
speedy and complete recognition of the serv- 
ices of all who contributed to the glorious 
victories of this nation.” | | 

Democrats Vote Against Schley. 

The mixup was the result of having too 
many resolutions. At the last meeting Com- 
missioner Organ introduced a resolution call- 
ing attention to the verdict of the court of 
inquiry, and asking that Admiral Schley be 
treated more in accordance with his deeds. 
The resolution was referred for a week and 
came up yesterday as a special order. On 
motion of Commissioner Walker it was 
placed on the regular order of business, and 
when the board reached the resolution the 
commissioners were asked to pass on a sub- 
stitute introduced by Commissioner Beer. 
The latter maintained that, inasmuch as his 
resolution also gave credit to the rank and 
file of the navy, it was the more adequate, 
and in this he was seconded by Commiesion- 
ers Busse. Ahrens, Carolan, and ‘others. 
Mr. Walker suggested the two resolutions be 
referred to a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Organ and Beer, that they might agree upon 
a compromise.

AMERICAN METHODS SUPERIOR 
TO THOSE OF SPANISH RULE. 


Professor Thomas Adams, in a Paper 
Read Before the National Economic 
Association, Contrasts Conditions 
on the Island Now and Before the 
Recent War — Appropriation for 
Public Schools Raised from $76,000 
te $500,000. 


‘Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.»—-The principal 
paper read at today’s session of the Amer- 
ican Economic association was by Profes- 
sor Thomas Adams on “ Porto Rican Fi- 
nance; a Comparative Study of Spanish and 
American Systems of Colonial Finance.” 

In his paper Mr. Adams said that Amer- 
ican control of Porto Rico has meant the 
introduction of a measure of financial au- 
tonmomy in the form ofia native legislative 
chamber, elected by what is practically uni- 
versal suffrage; the abolition of the expen- 
ditures for military, religious, and moral 
establishment; and the simplification of the 
system of taxation. 

He showed how expenditures under the 
American government are marked by the 
absence of appropriations for church, army, 
and navy, and by immense increase in the 
amounts devoted to schools, charities. 
prisons, and public health. Im 1897-’98, for 
instance, he said, the Spanish government 
appropriated about $76,000 for ptblic 
schools; in 1901-1902 the American govern- 
ment appropriated for schools more than 
$500,000, while at the same time the total 
expenditures under the American govern- 

ment have been reduced about $1,000,000. 

Mr. Baker, who submitted the report of 
the Committee on Uniform Municipal Ac- 
counts, was of the opinion that, as a rule, 
American municipal accounting in a most 
deplorable condition, being unsystematic, 
incomplete, and misleading, rendering com- 
parison of the working of different depart- 


ments and cities always difficult 
impossible. 


American Historical Association. 


The American Historical association con- 
tinued its sessions here today, with a large 
attendance. The speakers were Professor 
E. L. Stephenson of Rutgers College, Pro- 
fessor Hphraim Emerton of Harvard, and 
Professor James Harvey Robinson of Co- 
lumbia University. 

Professor Robinson's paper was entitled 
.“* Recent Contributions to the History of the 
Protestant Revolt.”” He declared that Jans- 
sen, a Catholic historian, had done more 
than any other writer of the last generation 
to give us an idea of the spiritual life in Ger- 
many before the puble appearance of Luther. 


Astronomical Society Meets. 


The Astronomical and Astrophysical So- 
ciety of America, which includes many 
scientists well known throughout the coun- 
try, began its annual meeting here today. 
Professor Simon Newcomb of this city pre- 
sided. The association was in executive 
council most of the day. A number of papers 
were read on the observations of the eclipse 
at Sumatra last May. Professor A. N. Skin- 
ner described the work of the United States 
Observatory eclipse expedition; 8. A. Mitch-

Ill., Dec. 30.—[Special.]—At a 
conference here between Governor Yates 
and the commissioners and wardens of the 
Joliet and Chester penitentiaries and the 


| gommittee appointed by the State Federa- 


tion of Labor to secure the abolition of con- 
tract labor in the State prisons, the entire 
subject was practically passed up to the 
next Legislature. 

Representatives of organized labor had 
asked that contract labor be abolished im- 
médiately. Governor Yates directed the 
prison officials to submit reports showing 


. whether this was possible. 


Goes Over to Legislature. 

Upon the showing made after a full and 
free discussion of the entire subject, the 
representatives of the labor interests, reallz- 
ing the cost of a special session, practically 
postponed their original demand until the 
next regular seesion. They did ask, how- 
ever, that no new contracts for the employ 
ment of convict labor be entered into, and 
that if any expired they should not be re- 
newed until after the next session of the 
Legislature, and this request was agreed to. 

In the meantime the present methods will 
continue until] the Legislature meets, 

In the communication presented by the 
commissioners of the Joliet Penitentiary 
they point. out that they are commanded by 
the courts to employ 1,300 convicts intrusted 
to their c at hard labor, They must be 
kept at labor, and there is no alternative, A 
life of idleness by men and women confined 
in prison would wreck them physically and 
mentally and render them helpless for good 
to their families or the community for the 
rest of their lives. _ 


Statement of Joliet Commission. 


Continuing the commissioners say: “ Un- 
der the present system it has been the en- 
deavor of the management to work the pris- 
oners so as to interfere in the least possible 
manner with the interests of outside labor 
and still obtain from their labor such finan- 
cial results as would: materially help te, 
meet the large expenses necessary to propef- 
ly carry on the institution, and In view of 
these results the last Legislature made tis 
appropriations accordingly. ‘Were we called 
upon to’ abandon at once the present system 
our resources would be quickly exhausted 
and the institution would be without funds 
with which to meet its current expenses. 

‘It costs about $20,000 per month to prop- 
erly feed, clothe, and guard the prisoners 
now confined in the institution, and of this 


; 


amount their labor, as at present distrib= 


uted, gives us about $12,000 per month, leav~' 
ing $8,000 per month to be met by appropria- 
tions granted by the legislature. . 

“ As the last General Assembly appropri- 
ated only $90,000 per annum, equal to only! 
$7,500 per month, it will be seen“that it re- 
quires careful management on our part te 
meet the current expenses. 


Would Have No Funds to Go On, 


“The law does not permit us to boriow 
money nor to give notes or any evidence of 
indebtedness for purchase. The next Legis- 
lature does not meet for over a year ant 
merchants would not be willing, indeed, 
would in all probability decline sell us 
goods and wait for a year for ir pay, 
especially when there was no ceftainty of 
what the Legislature would do in respect to 
so large an Indebtedness created under such 
circumstances. 

“For these and other reasons the abolish- 
ment of the present system until after the 


next General Assembly meets is not to D@=.— 


thought of, because there is no form of labor 
that can be provided for the prisoners, 
remunerative or otherwise, that will not 
call for the expenditure of money for tools, 
materials, etc., ete., and we have not au- 
thority to do this, and even if we had there 
would be no money at our command with 
which to do it, as our income in case of such 
abolishment would be only $7,500 per month, 
or barely one-third our daily expenses.” 


Chester Report Like the Other.

Assembly are sufficient 
to pay only one-half of the expense of main- 
taining that prison under the most favor- 
able conditions, and that the 
number of convicts and the higher cost of 
supplies render a deficit probable with even.

On this point the commissioners say: 
“A peremptory revocation of the agree- 
ments under which certain products are now 
manufactured would work an untold hard- 
ship upon the unfortunate inmates of the 
prison and would subject them to scarcity of 
food and clothing, and would rob them of 
their present employment and consign them 
to a season of enforced idleness and confing=. 
ment in cells, a condition at which humanity 
rebels. } 

‘To abandon machines ‘now in use would 
mean the loss of thousands of dollars to the 


State, while the inauguration of other plans — 


and essential machinery for the manufac- 
ture of such articles as are used in the va- 
rious institutions of the State would take 
much time and would also require the ex- 
penditure of a sum of money largely in ex+ 
cess of our appropriation. 

** In view of all the existing conditions and 
hampered as we are now by an insufficient 
appropriation, and dependent upon the 


moneys received from sale of manufactured . 


products, we recommend that this question 
of the employment of convict labor be de- 
termined by the next Legislature so that the 
State’s charges in the penal institutions will 
not be consigned to idleness and subsequent. 
insanity.”

Switch. their lives, over thirty were 
injured, and much valuable 
property destroyed, was occasioned by a mis- 
placed switch. Because the switch was not 
properly set a passenger and a freight train 
came together with disastrous consequences 
to both. It is the opinion of the railroad of- 
ficials that the responsibility for the mis- 
placement probably iies with some member 
of the crew of the freight train. There is 
"every teason to believe that this was the 
cose, as the ewitch had just been used by that 
ctew. Se the carelessness of an unknown 
subordinate has piled up a bill of damages 
which the railroad company will have to foot. 
On the same day a sleepy tower man at the 
crossing of the Illinois Central and Wabash 
roads, near Springfield, in. his confusion de- 
railed an Illinois Central passenger train. 
Luckily only. one man was injured. The 
recent severe accidents on the Wabash road 
in Michigan and on the Illinois Central near 
Rockford were due to misunderstanding or 
Gisobedience of orders by train men. Rail- 
roads have to depend on the intelligence and 
Vigilance of employés. There is no automatic 
machinery by which trains can be ryn. But 
men are sometimes careless and sometimes 
make mistakes which have sad and expensive 
consequences. Railroads have done much 
to guard against such mistakes, but they do 
not seem to have done enough. Since the 
misplacing of a switch can do so much mis- 
chief, apparentiy it should not be left to one 
man in a freight crew, unchecked and un- 
Watched, to attend to the setting of a switch. 
The. probabilities are that if it had been made 
the duty of the engineer to see that the 
Switch was all right, he would have discov- 
ered the mistake and there would have been 
po accident. 


THE LESSON OF THE FIRE. 

The fire which destroyed the flat building 
Cottage Grove avenue night before last 
. and turned twenty-five families out of their 
| homes is full of instruction. It broke out 
wariy.in the evening, when all the tenants 
jwere up and around. Yet so rapid was the 
‘progress of the flames that there were a 
number of narrow escapes. Had it not been 
for the fire escapes with which the build- 
ing was fairly well provided there would 
haye been serious loss of life. The firemen 
were on the ground promptly, but they could 
not save a six-story structure cheaply 
and filled with furniture and other com- 
bustible materials. Had the fire broken out 
a few hours later than it did several persons 
would have been burnt up in spite of the 
fire escapes. 

Large buildings as flimsily constructed as 
were many of those which were run up dur- 
ing the World's Fair year must be fully 
equipped with fire escapes because the oc- 
cupants of such buildings may be compelled 
to use them even if fires should break ont 
Guring the day time. The rapidity with 
which a fire spreads in a building which isa 
mere shell of brick inclosing great quanti- 
ties of dry wood is often startling. The 
municipal authorities have done a good 
Geal towards compelling the owners of 
buildings—who have frequently been ex- 
tremely reluctant to do their duty—to put 
up fire escapes, Whether these authorities 
have done all that should be done is ques- 
tionable. A thorough examination doubt- 
less would show that there are many build- 
ings used for residence or factory purposes 
Which do not meet the requirements of the 
ordinances as regards fire escapes. 

But supposing the ordi ces are fully 
complied with, what is the duty of the mu- 
Ricipal authorities as to buildings, some of 
Whose occupants may not .be able to get 
out in the event of a fire after midnight, no 
matter if there are fire escapes? Some night 

willbe a fire in some tall, cheaply 
built tenement building and many of the 
eccupants—old people and children prob- 
abiy—will lose their lives, Then there will 
be a popular outery and much censnre of 
the authorities. Is there nothing they can 
fo to remedy the defects of the dangerous 
buildings used for residence purposes? 


HANGINGS AND LYNCHINGS OF 1901. 

Phe dark records of hanging and lynching 
are made up for the year 1901. The former 
snows a gleam of encouragement, The 
Jatter, in some respects, is distinctly dis- 
couraging. There were 118 legal execn- 
tions during the year, one less than those 
during 1900. Of those executed seventy- 
one were negroes and forty-seven whites. 
it is somewhat significant that, as compared 
with 1900, the number of negroes is in- 
creased thirteen and the number of whites 
decreased thirteen, the figures for 1900 be- 
ing negroes, fifty-eight; whites, sixty. The 
South had eighty-two of the executions and 
the North thirty-six, the ratio being about 
the same as last year, when the figures were 
eighty in the South and thirty-nine in the 
North. The crimes which led up to these 
executions were as follows. Murder, 107; 
criminal assault, 0; attempted crimina! as- 
gault, 1; train robbery, 1. In 1900 only five 
were hanged for criminal assault. 

This increase in executions for crimina] 
assault would apparently indicate that this 
crime, which is falsely assigned as “ the 
customary crime” in the South, is coming 
more and more to be punished by the law 
instead of by the mob, but the increase of 
jyiching for the year makes it difficult to 
determine this with absolute correctness. 

The lynchings for the year number 135, as 
compared with 115 in 1900; an ingrease of 
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20. Of these 121 occurred in the South 
and 14.ia the North, as compared with 107 
in the South and 8 in the North in 1900, an 
increase ‘which is not creditable to the five 
Northern States, California, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Kansas, and Indiana. The number of 
negroes lynched in 1901 was 107, the same 
number as in 1900. . Besides these one In- 
dian and one Chinaman were victims. 
Curjously enough the principal crimes 
which led to these lynchings are almost the 
same in the two years, being 39 for murder 
in 1901 and 39 for murder in 1900; 19 for 
criminal assault in 1901 and 18 for criminal 
assault in 1900. The six Southern States 
which have the largest number of mob mur- 
ders are Mississippi, 16; Louisiana, 15; 
Alabama, 15; Georgia, 14; Tennessee, 12; 
Texas, 11. Three of these States, however, 
show improvement, Mississippi having 4, 
Louisiana 5, and Georgia 2 less than last 
year, but Alabama has increased 7; Ten- 
nessee, 5; and Texas, 7. Discouraging as 
the figures appear, there are many causes 
at work in the South which promise im- 
proyement. It is not encouraging that the 
number of lynchings in the North should 
have increased as much. 


RECORD-BREAKING DONATION YEAR. 

Two years ago Tue Trisuns noted with. 
great satisfaction that the year 1899 was a 
record-breaker in donations and bequests 
to educational institutions, libraries, art 
museums, charities, and religious enter- 
prises of various kinds, the tota! amounting 
to “ the colossal sam ” of $79,749,956. Last 
year it expressed moderate satisfaction be- 
cause 1900 was “4 close second,” the total 
amounting to $62,461,304. Today Tues 
Tripune has extreme satisfaction in an- 
nouncing that 1901 goes far beyond 1890, 
the total of the good work reaching the ex- 
traordinary sum of $123,888,732, with the 
possibility that Mr. Carnegie or some other . 


round $125,000,000 within the next eighteen 
hours. 

Of this huge sum $68,850,961 has been 
given to colleges, universities, academies, 
seminaries, and institutes; $22,217,470 ito 
charities of various kinds; $15,388,700 to 
libraries; $11,133,112 te museums and art 
galleries; and $6,298,489 to churches. The 
latter sum, of course, does not include 
the ordinary church offerings but only 
specified sums left by will or presented out- 
right. More than half of this great sum 
has been given by three persons, as follows: 
Aadrew Carnegie, $42,888,500; Jane L. 
Stanford, $30,000,000; and John D. Rocke- 
feller, $2,889,750. In the detailed list 
there are twenty-eight gifts ranging from 
$500,000 to $30,000,000, for various pur- 
poses, and fifty-one gifts to colleges, rang- 
ing from $100,000 to $30,000,000. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie has been quite for- 
tunate in getting rid of some of those mil- 
lions which he does not wish found in his 
possession at the last. He has come much 
nearer averting “the disgrace” this year 
than he did last. His favorite work of 
founding libraries has been largely  in- 
creased, for whereas in 1899 he set up thir- 
ty-four libraries at a cost of $8,503,500, and 
nineteen in 1900 at a cost of $685,000, this 
year he has planted 109 at a cost of $12,- 
855,500, making for the three years 162 
libraries in various parts of the country. 
Thus far fourteen States and Territories 
have escaped him, but undoubtedly he will 
find them out and supply their needs. This 
done, be must find other outlets for his 
money, and this he is evidently beginning to 
do, as he*has already offered $10,000,000, 
which probably will be increased, to the 
general government for a national univer- 
sity, and it is intimated on good authority 
that a million each to Yale and Columbia 
Colleges may come as New Year's gifts 
to those institutions. It is noticeable also 
that he is beginning to contribute to chari- 
ties. Evidently he is determined not to die 
disgraced. 

As to the ultimate consequences of this 
wholesale and indiscriminate giving to edu- 
cational institutions, some important ques- 
tions may yet be raised and indeed some 
thoughtful persons are already doubting 
the wisdom of such gifts. But this does 
not detract from the philanthropic spirit 
displayed by many wealthy men. It is 
pleasant to note their liberality, and to com- 
pare this munificent sum of $123,888,732 
given away with the comparatively smal! 
sum of $4,085,569 taken by the embezzlers 
in 1901. 


THE ASPHALT BUBBLE BURSTS. 

The application for the appointment of 
rec€ivers for the Asphalt Company of 
America and the National Asphalt company 
illustrates the instability, even in days of 
great prosperity, of corporations which are 
overcapitalized and loaded down with ex- 
cessive fixed charges. Doubtless the pro- 
moters of these two companies made 
money. The holders of their stock and 
bonds have not been so fortunate. They 
are holding the baz. 

The first mentioned company was organ- 
ized nearly three years ago. It bought up 
nearly all the asphalt paving concerns. It 
paid for them with $30,000,000 of “ gold 
certificates,” or bonds. This was an ex- 
cessive price, unless an absolute and con- 
tinuing monopoly of the business could be 
secured. Not content with this bond issue 
the company issued stock to the amount of 
$30,000,000. A year later the National 
Asphalt company, with a capitalization of 
$22,000,000, which had become the owner 
of a few small plants, absorbed the Asphalt 
Company of America. It beceme responsi- 
ble for the payment of 5 per cent yearly in- 
terest on the $30,000,000 bonded debt of 
the company it had absorbed, and also had 
to take care of the sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of these bonds. The National Asphalt 
company also issued $6,000,000 gold certi- 
fcates on its own account to get a working 
capital. 

That company needed a monopoly of the 
paving business in order to enable it to 
pay its fixed charges and any dividend. 
It did not have that monopoly, because 
stone, brick, and wood can be, and are, used 
for paving purposes as well as asphalt. Nor 
did it even have a monopoly of asphalt 
paving. New concerns were organized 
which competed with those owned by the 
National company, and kept down their 
charges, 

The ability of the United States Steel 
corporation to pay dividends and fixed 
charges depends on the earning power of the 
subsidiary companies it controls. The abil- 
ity of the Northern Securities company to 
take care of its securities wil] depend on the 
earnings of the railroads whose stocks it 
holds. The National Asphalt company had 
to depend for the sinews of war on the 
earnings of the paving companies it owned. 
These earnings were not large enough to 
pay fixed charges even, so the bubble has 
burat. The stockholders of neither asphalt 
company will get anything. What the 
holdets of the “ gold certificates” will get 
remains to be seen, 

The securities of neither of these com- 
panies could have been floated if the pro-

moters had been forced to tell the truth. 


If they had been required to mabe public 
the cost and the earning power of the plants 
which were to be the basis for a total cap- 
italization of over $80,000,000 the inade- 
quacy of the substrncture to stptain *he 
weight piled on it would have been appar- 
ent to all. There must be publicity where 
combines are organizing as well as after 


they have been organized. ‘ 


MR. LOW AND MR. JEROME. 

Tomorrow the government of New York 
City will change hands, and Mr. Low will 
become an official personage with whom 
few Governors of States can be justly com- 
pared either in power or in prestige. To 
be Mayor of the Greater New York is an 
honor that a man might properly propose to 
himself as the highest reach of his ambition. 
There are few positions of prominence that 
are more to be desired. A Mayor of New 
York can make a national reputation. 

It is not likely, however, that Mr. Low's 
administration of the government of New 
York City, admirable as it doubtless wiil 
be, will attract so much notice in the coun- 
try at large as will the official actions of 
William Travers Jerome in his new role 
as District Attorney of New York County, 
if he shall carry out his ante-election pro- 
gram. During the last campaign Mr. 
Jerome’s speeches were the novelty and the 
sensation of th€Boyr. He acquired a reputa- 
tion for fearlessness that =e put 
shame the memory of Police Commissioucr 
Roosevelt. If he does now what he prom- 
ised then (and there is every reason to be- 
lieve he will), there will be certain things 
in New York during the next few months 
that might be summarized as “ doings.” 

Mr. Jerome’s policy seems to be some- 
thing like that of Admiral Dewey at Manila. 
It does not méan trifling and paltering. It 
means hitting and accomplishing. And it 
means hitting everybody that deserves to bé 
hit. “ It is a little thing,” said Mr. Jerome 
just before the election, “to follow the 
gambler or the thug into the place where 
he hides. It is something in this city to 
follow every trail you come across even if 
it leads into the office of the Metropolitan 
Traction company.” That is an office where 
Mr. Jerome wil! probably not be a welcome 
guest, but if he thinks he ought to pay ita 
visit be will do so no matter whether he re- 
ceives an invitation or not. 

No man ever made a campaign based 
more squarely on the principle ‘hat right 
is right and wrong is wrong, and, judging 
from his public.career, no man has ever 
abided by that principie more consistently. 
It is “rectitude” that Mr. Jegome uas 
preached and has practiced. What “ recti- 
tude” may lead him to when he is District 
Attorney will probably make some stir even 
outside the limits of hic actual jurisdiction. 


“WOULD NOT GIVE THEIR NAMES.” 
Day before yesterday a Madison street 
cable car had an accident at the corner of 
Madison street and Fifth avenue. The car 
itself was not to blame. It ought to have 
been retired on a pension long ago. It was 
an excessively old car. If there were a 
society for the prevention of cruelty to old 
and decrepit cable cars, that society would 
here have a cause for action. Or if there 
were a home for incurable cable cars, that 
home would here have an opportunity to 
secure another inmate. It was not the car's 
fault that it broke an axle. After countless 
years of service, instead of being rewarded 
by a warm corner in the barns, it was sent 
out to do the work to which it was hardly 
equal even in its best days. A cable car, 
as the traction companies will some day 
learn, is not a Stradivarius violin. It does 
not improve with every passing century. 
What was particularly noticeable about 
this recent accident, however, was not only 
the exhausted, diseased, and crippled con- 
dition of the car concerned in it, but also 
the highly suggestive fact that the five pas- 
sengers who had been shaken about like 
dice refused to give their names. They 
were not willing to do anything that meant 
active, effective protest. They stood en 
the sidewalk and chattered about “ abomi- 
nable service’ and “ disreputable old com- 
pany.” ‘They were thoroughly “ angry ”’ 
and “ aroused.” But they kept their names 
to themselves. Giving their names might 
have meant appearing as witnesses, and to 
appear in that capacity means trouble and 
inconvenience. Besides, it takes time. Such 
a policy may be short-sighted. It would 
not be difficult to prove that itis. But just 
at present it is exceedingly widespread. 
The man “who will not give his name” 
is altogether too common. He is the nerve- 
less, bloodless fellow who explains a great 
many things in our present city govern- 
ments. One can find him at other places 
besides cable accidents. One time in a 
thousand he has a good and adequate rea- 
son for what he does. Every other time 
he kas no reason at all except his passion 
to earn white feathers. He is willing io 
make comments—provided he will not be 
asked to stand by them. He is willing to 
sny what he thinks—provided he is nwt 
asked to think in court. And sometimes he 
is willing to go so far as to give his name— 
provided it is not used.. The frequency of 
this man is ag affliction to Chicago. The 
city can spare him as well as the old cable 
car. Both ought to go together. 


GIVE THE NEGRO A CHANCE. 

The 1,500 people who crowded the Second 
Presbyterian Church njght before last to 
listen to Mr. Booker T, Washington may 
be regarded as so many compliments to the 
powerful personality of the speaker. They 
may also be regarded with perfect justice 
as something more than that. Unless all 
appearances are totally deceptive they ih- 
dicate a belief in the justice of the cause 
that Mr. Washington represents. Public 
interest in Mr. Washington himself is wide 
and deep, but so is public approval of his 
attitude toward the question of the position 
of the negro in America. 

That attitude implies no appeal to fan- 
tastic and doctrinaire principles. It has 
other things to recommend it besides hu- 
manity, philamthropy, and aitruism. It does 
not deal to any noticeable extent in “ plat- 
itudes and stained-glass attitudes.” It is, 
happily, free from eant of any kind. Its 
meaning is simply this: the development of 
the negro by practical education to the point 
where he will be of practical value to him- 
self and to his country. What Mr. Wash- 
ington notices is that there are at present 
in the United States some ten millions of 
negroes, and that these negroes are not 
making so large a contribution to the moral, 


intellectual, and economic strength of the 


country as might be expected of them be- 
cause of their numbers. 

What Mr. Washington thinks is that such 
a state of undeveloped capacity, as it affects 
the whole nation, is a matter of concern as 
much to the white man as to his black fel- 
low-citizen. What Mr. Washington sug- 
gests is that, by giving the negro an oppo» 
tunity to become a good farmer, a good 
laborer, and a good artisan, the practica] 
value of this large negro population may be 
fully exploited and the way opened to negro 
success in other fields. There is in this no 
clamor for “ social recognition.” ‘“Alj that 
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| Mr. Washington asks” 


the strength of the negro suai} 
to its best use in our industrial society.. In 
asking this he is asking what is not only 
right but what is for the best interests of 
every inhabitant of the United States. The 
country cannot afford to neglect apy source 
of additional power.

ING OSCAR of Sweden has offered a 

reward of $5,000 for the recovery of 

a royal cradle, and if any one in this 

country happens to be aware of its 

existence he should at once place 
himself in communication either with the 
Swedish monarch or with his diplomatic 
representatives in the United States. The 
cradle in question was lost or stolen nearly 
200 years ago, that is to say, in 1720. 

A most exquisite masterpiece of the gold- 
smith’s art of that period, and made of gold, 
or more probably of silver gilt, it was sent 
in that year as a present by one of the rulers 
of the minor sovereign states of Germany 
to his relative, Queen Ulrica Eleonora of 
Sweden. The ship on board which it was 
being cotfiveyed to Stockholm was wrecked 
on the Island of Tjorn, and while the rec- 
ords prove that the cradle, along with the 
other valuables on board the vessel, was 
safely brought to land, it disappeared imme- 
diately afterwards, the evidence going to 
show that it had been stolen, then buried on 
the Island for a time, and then carried away. 

Perhaps it may have been brought to Amer- 
ica, and to those to whom this may sound 
improbable it must be pointed out that the 
cradle ts well known in Europe through 
the designs which are to be found In almost 
every great library, dealing with the gold- 
smiths’ art of the eighteenth century in Ger- 
many, that it would speedily have been 
recognized and a demand made for its re- 
covery had it been found in any public or 
private collection of the old world. The 
thieves would not have attempted to dis- 
pose of it in EBurope for fear of discovery. 
Nor would they have melted it down, its 
value as a work of art being even greater 
than the price of the metal of which it was 
constructed. Here in America the thieves 
will have believed that they could dispose 
of It with. safety and to better advantage 
than in Europe. 


It ts just a question, however, whether 
King Oscar will be permitted to retain the 


cradle if recovered. For it is evident that 


it was @ present to Ulrica, not in her 
capacity as Queen of Sweden, that ts to say, 
not an official gift, but a personal offeri 
from ane of her German relatives. Now. th 
last surviving member of that dynasty which 
was on the throne of Sweden at the time 
when the cradle was presented—namely: the 
royal house of Vasa—is old Queen Carola of 
Saxony, daughter of the last Prince of Vasa, 
who was deprived of his rights of succession 


to the throne of Sweden at the time of his 


deposition in 1809, ang’ driven into 
exile. 

The present reigning house of Sweden has 
not one. drop of Vasa blood in its veins. It 
was founded by the French peasant born 
Field Marshal Bernadotte, who. was selected 
jointly by Charles XIII. of Sweden and the 
National Legislature of the kingdom as heir 
to the throne, after the death of the two 
sons of Charles XIII. Bernadotte, it may be 
remembered, was. married to Desiree Clary, 
the daughter of a:stock broker at Marseilles, 
It is often a source of astonishment that 
King Oscar, in spite of his relatively plebeian 
ancestry, should be the most regal, majestic, 
and imposing figure of modern royalty. 


. Inasmiich as a good deal of curiosity has 
been expressed as to the identity of the Duke 
of Angelo, who has just married an Amer- 
ican girl, Miss Slidell, grandniece of the con- 
federate envoy to the French government, 
whose forcible removal! from the British mail 
steamer Trent two score years ago almost 
brought about war between this country 
and England, I may explain that the famfiy 


name of the Duke is Verospi, that he is-a } 


scion of one of the old patrician houses of 
the Eternal City, that is to to say, a house 


which at the time when the golden book of © 


the Roman patriciate was composed 400 
years ago had already been in existence 
as nobles for two centuries. His father 
bears the name of the Marquis Garotti 
Verospi and holds the rank of Master of the 
Ceremonies at the court of King Victor Em- 
manu The Dukedom of Angelo is a Nea- 
politan e, is regarded as a minor title of 
the familly, and is usually borne by the eldest 
son of the Marquis Verospl. : 


The Dowager Duchess of Uzes has just 
completed the sale of her well known man- 


sion on the Champs Elysées, which has been 


for the last twenty years one of the principal 
centers of sicial and political life in the 
French capital. For the Duchess was one 
of the most active leaders of the Royalist 
party in the days of the Count de Chambord 
and of the Count de Paris, It was she who 
took General Boulanger under her social 
wing when he was at the climax of his vogue 
and power and who brought him into the 
Royalist camp, arranging the terms of alli- 
ance between himself and the Count de Paris.

found among his papers the acknowledgment

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Before the Mast. 
“ Shipmates,"" by Morgan Robertson. D. 
Appleton & Co. 


Stirring tales of the sea are those that 
Morgan Robertson has gathered tnto a vol- 
ume under the title “ Shipmates." Written 
with the intimate knowledge of ships and 
sea lore gained in years of experience before 
the mast, they are in the author's best style, 
with which the reading public is already 
familiar... They are full of the love for the 
sea and for the beauty of the clipper ship— 
but they are full, too, of the hardships of 
the sallor’s life under the domination of 
brutal Captains. - 

If there is a fault in the book it fs in that 
the reader gets the idea that only brutal Cap- 
tains exist in American ships, and that sea- 


men usually perform their tasks at the in- 


stigation of a well-handied belaying pin. It 
was of this feature of one of these stories 
that Captain Alden P. Chaney, veteran com- 
mander of American merchantmen, said: 
‘Mr Robertson's life tn the forecastle 
must have been unfortunate. I have lived 
aboard American vessels for nearly half a 
century and have been master of my own 
since 1S71, in every part of the world. and 
I have never yet seen a sailor knocked down 
with a belaying pin or struck with one.” 
One cannot deny, however, that the treat- 
ment the author describes ts given to sea- 
men om many vessels, and there is, therefore, 


something like pleasure for the reader in 


“The Day of the Dog.” tm the revenge ob- 
tained by the- mistreated seaman—the 
‘‘shanghaiecd’’ owner of the ship—who at 
the end of the voyage hires all his shipmates 
for a crew, takes them aboard his own yacht, 
and invites the Captain and mates of the 
ship on board, where—but one should read 
it as Mr. Robertson described it. . 

There {s much of the brutal mate in these 
stories—in “‘ At the End of the Man Rope,”’ 
“'The Devil and His Due,” and others—but 
there are stories as well of the humor of the 
sea iife. ‘‘ The Dutch Port Watch ” Is one 
of these. Sois Polarity.” The latter is one 
of Mr. Robertson's stories of the adventures 
of the society yachtsman, who learned sail- 
ing from a book. On the whole, the volume 
is as fine a set of sea stories as has appeared 
in a long time, and will be enjoyed by lovers 
of the sen as well as by those who know 
nothing of it—which is not always true of 
sailor yarns. 


Christianity and the University. 
“Two Centuries of Christian Activity 
at Yale,” by J. B. Reynolds, 8. H. Foster, 
and H. B. Wright. G. P. Putnam's Sons. 

This is a book of about 350 pages, contain- 
ing a great and varied amount of important 
anda highly significant matter, showing not 
only the developing of Christian life and 
activity within the college, but as well the 


relation of all this to special religious and 


educational influences from without and the 
religious influences, often in forms of original 
leadership, that have gone forth from the 
college into all parts of the country and to al- 
most every part of the world. Yale furnished 
the first Presidents of eighteen colleges. One 
hundred and five Presidents of colleges have 
been graduates of Yale, besides the 600 and 
more who have been college’ professors. 
Yale's contribution to foreign missions has 
been equally notable. Among the men who 
have had most to do in promoting the Chris- 


tian spirit and activity of Yale were W hiti- 


field, 150 years ago, President Timothy 
Dwight, near the beginning of the century; 
Mr. Moody, and Henry Drummond. ~ In 
recent years the one agency which has had 
most to do in unifying and strengthening 
and utilizing Christian influences has been 
the Young Men’s Christian association. 

The editorsjof this timely volume have 
properly stro y spiced the Interest In ft by 
the pains tak¥n in. giving so many of the 
names of individual Yale men who have 
taken part in these activities as preachers, 
deacons in the college church, missionaries, 
Presidents of the Young Menh’s Christian as- 
sociation, college pastors, etc. The book 
presents a chapter of its own importance in 
American history.

“Mary Rich, Countess of Warwick.’ 
1625-1678. By Mary E. Palgrave. E. P. 
Dutton & Co. 


This is one of the new pserieg of saintly 
lives, edfted by the Rev. R. F. Horton, Lon- 
don. It is wonderful how so much of the 


records of the interior home lives of the 
period of Charlies Cromwell, and Charlies 


Il. have chanced to be preserved, hidden, as 
for so long a time they were, in old diartes 
and letteré, and now at last brought to light. 

The father of this Countess of Warwick 
was that robustious adventurer and cour- 
tier and “‘ millionaire ’’ of his time, the first 
and ‘‘great’’ Parl of Cork. He was him- 
self mo saint, although he had some good 
qualities on a grand scale. As for his thir- 
teen children, he ruled them all, at least tried 
to, with patriarchal domination, while fond- 
ly ambitious to get them duty and early mar- 
ried and settled in state befitting their no- 
bility next to royalty. Poor Mary Rich was 
only 10 years old when her father undertook 
to determine who her husband should be. 
But, like her father, she had a will of her 
own, and wouldn't give herself away to a 
young fellow she did not either like or love. 
And then, at 15, she did marry one whom 
her father had no love for, and this fellow 
turned out an Ul-tempered creature, his 
speech as full of profaneness as his crippled 
legs were of the gout.

‘* The Evolution of Sex.’ By Patrick 
Geddes and J. Arthur Thomson. Im- 
ported by Charles Scribner's Sons. 
“The Evolution of Sex.’ by Professor 
Patrick Geddes and J. Arthur Thomson Is a 
revised edition of the work first published In 
1888, The two eminent sctentists, who have 
worked together in the production of this so 
erudite and scholarly a treatise have done a 
signally important service to the cause of 


clear thinking as well as scientific knowl- 


edge. 
In this revised edition {it is stated that, 
though many alterations and additions have 


been made, the original character of the 
‘work has been retained, and that notwith- 
standing the fact that the authors have 
in the last ten years’ been diverging 


biologically — the one toward a “ pro- 
-Lamarckian’’ position, the other toward 
a ‘“ pro-Darwinian” one — yet they re- 


main agreed on the main endeavor of the 
book, which is to set forth the fundamental 
- unity underlying the various phenomena of 
sex and reproduction. 


In one aspect of it the entire discussion 


| here so carefully outlined is a searching re- 
study of the whole question of organic evolu- 


tion, The central thesis has been, fn the 


first place, to present an outline of the main 
processes for the continuance of organic life 
along with such modifications as are seen to 
exist. Neither of the authors is at all con- 
tent to rest in the mere Darwinian formula 
of “natural selection’ as furnishing any 
adequate explanation. They would, if pos- 
sible, get “ nearer to the loom of life’”’ than 
that Neither tn regard to the origin of 
sex nor its determination in individual 
cases, it is stated, did Darwin see farther 
than his contemporaries. “I fermerly 
thought,” says Darwin himsrlf, “ that when 
a tetidency to produce the two sexes in equal 
numbers was advantageous to the species, it 
would follow from natural selection, but I 
now see that the whole probiem is so intri- 
cate that it Is safer to leave its solution for 
the future.”’ 


To St. George Mivart the entire theory of 


i.sexual selection appeared ah unverified 
hypothesis. Neither did it satisfy Mr. Wal- 


lace toth look for some deeper reason in 


the living organism itself. 


The biological interpretation worked out 


in this volume is summarized in three prop- 
ositions: 


i. That in all living creatures there are 


two distinct lives of variation, primarily de- 
termined by the very nature of protoplasmic 
change; in other words, that there is the 


fundagnental, physiological, constitutional 


difference between the sexes, back of which 
is the mystery of life itself. 


2. That there is much experimental évi- 


dence to show that the determining stimull 
which cause the balance of life to swing to 
| one side or the other, which shunt the plastic 


organism to thie side or to that, are to be 
found, at least very largely, in the externa. 
or environmental conditions—food, tempera- 
ture, ight, chemical media, andsoon. And 

3. That, yet the sextal dimorphism, in the 
order and detail, has an adaptive significance 
also, securing the advantages of cross-fertill- 
zation and the like, and is therefore, to some 
extent, the result of the continual action of 
natural selection, though this may check 
variation in one form as well aa favor it in 
another. 

The processes of reasoning on the part of 
the joint authors tn this work are often sur- 
prisingly clear and acute. 

Whatever the particular conclusions 
reached, the whole treatise is a remarkable 
instance and illustration of the best modern 
methods of scientific search for the real 
facts in the case and the scientific use of 
facts in seeking to find and determine the 
true theory as to the facts.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Cutting of Western Freight Rates to Be 
Stopped After Today—Gain in 
Grain Traffic. 


But one day more ts allowed traffic officials 
of Western roads to cut rates. It is inti- 
mated that they are improving the oppor- 
tunity by securing all the freight in sight 
at the cut rates. A considerable falling off 
in business is predicted after the rates from 
Missour! River points east have been re- 
stored. | 

The efforts made by the roads to get all 
thé business in sight at cut rates is said 
to be responsible for the small increase in 
the grain movement last week. Weather 
conditions weresmore favorable, but the 
roads are still hampered by the scarcity of 
cars and motive power. Many engines were 
disabled by. the recent cold weather, and the 
coal and lumber traffic is of sufficient volume 
to keep the roads exceedingly busy. 

Arrivals of grain here for the week ag- 
gregated 3,836,000 bushels, an Increase of 
198,000 bushels over the previous week, but 
receipts were the smaliest since 1895 for the 
last week in December, the decreases in 
three years exceeding the total arrivals of 
the last week. The loss from last year was 
8,578,000 bushels, and from 1899 it showed 
a reduction of 1,226,000 bushels. : 

The St. Paul still leads in amount of grain 
brought here, delivering 24 per cent. The 
Burlington moved into second place with 20 
per cent. The Northwestern had 18 per cent, 
the Llllinois Central 14 per cent, and the 
Rock Island 9 per cent. The Santa Fé and 
Great Western tied with 3 per cent each. 

Bast-bound grain shipments were the 
smallest in ten weeks, being 1,479,000 bush- 
els, a decrease of 629,000 bushels for the pre- 
vious week and an increase of 1,177 bush- 
els over last year. Provision. shipments 
were 23,086 tons, a decrease of 1,044 tons the 
previous week and an increase of 5,996 tons 
over last year. Shipments of flour were the 
largest in eight months, being 228,619 bar- 
rels, an increase of 38,234 barrels for the 
week and of 48,000 barrels for the last year. 


New Road to Enter Chicago. 

The Cincinnati, Richmond and Muncie rail- 
road has completed its new line from College 
Corner, O., to Peru and is ready to run trains 
between Peru and Cincinnati. It will now 
turn its attention to the north end of the 
road between Peru and North Judson, where 
it will strike the Chicage and Erie rafiroad, 
over which it intends to run trains into Chi- 
cago until a further extension is made north- 
ward to Valparaiso and thence to Chicago 
over one of the belt lines. The company ex- 
pects to he able to run trains from Cincin- 
nati to Chicago by Feb. 1. Nearly all of the 
grading on the north end of the road has been 
completed. 

Plans of the Rock {sland. _ 

The suburban trains of the Rock Island 
and Lake Shore roads, which still occupy 
Van Buren Street Station, will abandon it 
on Jan, 1.. These trains will start from and 
stop at the temporary station located a: 
Harrison and Sherman streets. The through 
trains of the Rock Island, Lake Shore, and 
Nickel-Piate roads have been using the 
Grand Central Station since Sunday morn- 
ing. Wrecking of. the old Van Buren Street 
Station will be commenced on , Thursday

FOUR MEN ATTACK 


AND MURDER ONE 


J.H. Rhea Shot Down by 
Well-to-Do Citizens of 
Shelby and Leland, Miss. 


NO CAUSE FOR THE DEED:

After Shooting, Locomotive of 
Train Is Taken and Fugitives 
Ride to Another Town. 


ASSAILANTS UNDER ARREST. 


Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 30.—Four white men 
killed J. M. Rhea, a passenger on train No. 6 
of the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley branch 
of the Illinois Central railroad, early this 
morning near Leland, Miss., cut the locomo- 
tive from the train, and forced the engineer 
to run to Cleveland,. Miss. All four men 


were arrested, one being in jail at Leland’ 


and three are locked up at Shelby. 

The four men are: Ashley Cocke, a busi- 
néss-man of Cleveland, Miss.; A. M. Phippe, 
postmaster at) Shelby; Thomas Lauderdale, 
said to be a relative of Phipps; and a man 
named Blackman. 

Men Out on a Carousal. 

The mén went from Shelby to Leland early 
last night. At Leland, it is said, they spent 
several hours drinking and carousing. At 
3 a. m. the men boarded the north-bound 
train to return to Shelby. J. M. Rhea, an 
engineer, was on his way to Tutwiler to take 
out a locomotive there and was sleeping 
on a seat in the sleeper. 

Cocke had a revolver and Lauderdale and 
Blackman had repeating rifles. Walking up 
the aisle Phipps was in advance of the party, 
when he came in contact with Rhea’'s legs, 
which was extended out into the aisle. Rhea 
was awakened, and he asked what was the 
matter. The members of the party discussed 
the situation angrily for a while and then the 
quartet went out onthecar platform. When 
they returned they told Rhea that they could 
not all stay in the same car, that he would 
have to get out. Rhea remarked that in 
order to prevent trouble he would have to do 
as they told him. Thereupon he started out 
of the car. 

Shot as He Reaches Door. 

He had just reached the door when it Is 
claimed the men opened fire upon him an 
he fell. Conductor George McLaughlin or- 
dered the train back to Leland, there to leave 
the corpse. As soon as Leland was reached 
the conductor went in search of the Sheriff 
and peace officers, 

The. four men drove everybody out of the 
Smoker and the adjacent car during the run 
back to Leland, and when they arrived there 
they forced Engineer Delaney to uncouple 
his engine, and when the men mounted into 
the cab he was ordered to run to Shelby. 
Phipps became separated from his compan- 
ions and was arrested at Leland. | 

At Shelby the others waited for the next 
train, on which they traveled to Cleveland, 
where they were arrested without trouble. 
They were placed in jail at Shelby. There 
is much excitement and indignation among 
the people of the Leland and Shelby neigh- 
borhoods, but no violence is anticipated.

STEVENSON WILL REJECT STOCK 
OR ZION BANK CHECKS. 


General Overseer Notified of the Condli- 
tions on Which the Suit Against Him 
Be Settled Out of Court—Plain- 
tiff Refuses to Retract Charges Made 
in Petition, but Is Ready to With- 
draw Papers — Tuley’s Decision 


Comes Thursday. | 


Edwy Logan Reeves, formally | notl 
John Alexander Dowie yesterday that he 
wanted $175,000 in cash as recompense for 
the damages he sustained in bringing his 
lace factory to Zion City. He wants cash, 
and will take nelther checks on Zion Bank, 
promissory notes, nor stock in any of Dow- 
numerous industries. He will retract 
nothing, but simply ask Judge Tuley to dis- 
miss the sult. 

These terms were embodied in a letter to 
Samuel W. Packard, Dowile’s attorney. An 
answer was mailed late yesterday afternoon 
to Attorney Reeves, but Mr. Packard re- 
fused to divulge the contents of the letter 
last night, and, as Mr. Reeves had not re- 
ceived it, he would not even venture an 
opinion as to its contents. 

The letter of Attorney Reeves, which was 
mailed on Saturday, said .n part: 

“In the interest of peace and harmony 
and to the end that the defendant and com- 
plainant may each withdraw their charges 
and countercharges, as suggested by the 
court, and go their respective ways, I will 
say that Mr. Stevenson will accept, in ton- 
sideration of an immedtate settlement, $175,- 
000 in cash. 

‘‘ Mr. Stevenson absolutely refuses to make 
a statement in court, or anywhere else, as 
demarded by you, wherein you want him to 
admit in open court, and have the admission 
go on record, that_his charges in the bill of. 
complaint are false.”’ 

Should Dowie refuse to accept the terms 
of this letter, and other attempts at settle 
ment fall, Judge Tuley will hand down his 
decision in the cast next Thursday morning. 
Roth Dowte and Attorney Reeves acknow!l- 
edged that at the private conference the 
Judge made it clear that his decision would 
involve the solvency of the Zion lace indus 
tries, and that if a settlement was not made 
before Thursday a receiver would be ap- 
pointed. 

In hés only talk on the subject, Dowie 
stated that if the decision wae adverse and 
coneidered by him as unjust, he would carry 
it to higher courts. Attorney Reeves said 
yesterday that if a receiver was appointed 
his client would lose the whole of his 
fortune, but “ would prefer this to having 
Dowie exonerated.” 


FORCES ARRAYED FOR FIGHT.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


Ordinance Wanted in. the Interest of 
Rapid Transit. 


Chicago, ‘Dec. 30.—[Editor of The Tribune.,’}— 
Soon, In the usual course of winter weather, we 
shall have heavy snows. Street car men must 
plow the snow Trom the tracks, or cars cannot 
run. All the inhabitants of the city want the 
ears to run. The snow plowe off must fall on 
either side. _To remove this :yom all or the 
greater part of the streets would bankrupt the 
companies. During the hours when 300,000 peo- 
ple are obliged to ride in the cars 50,000 teamsters 
are driving to or from their work. These team- 
sters, ignoring the rights of five times their num- 
ber in the cars and wishing to make use of the 
track cleared by the street car companies, wil! 
drive on the car tracks, They cannot turn out 
on account of the snow, and they seem giad to 
have an excuse not to turn out. Thus the carry- 
ing capacity of the tracks ts reduced to a small 
percentage. Great inconvenience and delay oc- 
eur, of which many thousands are the victime. 

There is only one speedy remedy. That is for 
our City Council to at once pass an ordinanes 
making it uniawful, under severe penalty, to drive 
for more than half a black upon or along any 
street where there is a car track between the 
hours of 6 and 8 a. m. and 4 and 7p. m., except 
in localities where there fs no parallel street with- 
out track@f distance of more than one block 
in either direction.

the lowest number, 521, in 1882, and the 
highest, 1,420, in 1895, in the fall of which 
year the antitoxin treatimeit tvas begun by 
the Health department. There will be less 
than 500 diphtheria deaths this year. 
Notwithstanding this showing, the bul- 
letin, ina warning to the public, says: “ This 
is the season when there is the greatest 
susceptibility to diphtheria. At this time 
any kind of a sore throat may be diphtheria. 
Antitoxin, to be most efficacious, must be 
administered early. Nearly every death 


from this disease is due to the fact that it | 


is not recognized early by the parents or 
those who have charge of children. Various 
germs may Cause a sore throat, and the only 
way to be certain that it is not the deadly 
diphtheria bacillus that is causing the trou- 
ble is to have an examination with the micro- 
scope. 
“The Health department has provided for 
this examination at the main laboratory and 
at the sublaboratories on each side of the 
city. Physictans who are too busy or have 
not the facilities can have their. specimens 
examined free of charge at the following 
places.

“It is well to remind those who have the 
care of children that some of the symptoms 
of diphtheria are white spots with sore 
throat, hoarseness or wheezing when breath- 
ing, stupor, with or without fever, sore 
throat with swelling of the glands of the 
neck under the angle of the jaw. There may 
be neither pain nor fever in'the most malig- 
nant form of thys disease. |
